If Cary has kerd cxpeiwes and fees duivn to such an astonishing |M>itit, wc ivomJcr indccil what his 
predecessors couhl Itave done, for tlic rejiorls tliat come to us oj Cary's administration do not make a 
noise like a "reduceil fee" by any means. As near as wc can niak: out it lias been a case of wildly illegal 
overcharge.

For lakingho'iS to the H'aitkesha Krform School the shofiff paid each depnlx So, from which the 
deputy, hmeever, deducted the costs of traniparlaiian of himself and boy to Irauteshd. 

' For taking prisoners to ll'oupou the deputies received far exprnses in ease of a tiujgte prisoner, 
$14, aud $22 iM cases when there were two. 

The sheriff has also been in the habit of paying to deputies from 50 cents to $3 for taeh paper 
sen'cd outside of the city limits. 

These sums were invariahiv grealiv in e.Teess of the acluai expense and it it said that the 
deputies, with Ike l-Htm-ledge of the sheriff, ritained the rxcess. It it rtlimated that uptmrds of $3,000 
have been unlatefully expended by the sheriff during the past two years. ’

To this roust lie addtxl the fact that the financial transaction* of the sheriff's office are snspiciously 
covered up by the'county board. When Ijiit quart^rlv re|x>rt is reiidcreil it fa referred to tbe committee on 
sheriff’s accounts. Tliat committee then reports that the rqxirt lias liecn found correct, and that ends the 
matter.
